‘'It 
is 
undisputable,” 
says 
the 
Brooklyn Eagle, “that if we are not to 
drift 
into 
a serious 
conflict 
with 
Japan, our handling of the problem 
must be more intelligent and compre­ 
hensive than heretofore.” 
This con­ 
clusion is strengthened by a study of 
the book just published by Professor 
Walter B. Pitkin, of Columbia Univer­ 
sity, concerning which the Eagle says: 
“Unlike much that is being written 
about this country and Japan, he faces 
the question squarely 
and 
gives an 
answer. 
He gives several answers, in 
fact, based upon various assumptions 
of probable action by the United 
States and the Japanese in working 
out the 
problem. 
His 
conclusion is 
that the forces making for war are at 
present stronger than those working 
for peace and that w ar can be avoided 
only by a radical departure from the 
ordinary methods of opportunist dip­ 
lomacy which will introduce scientific 
statesmanship. 
“Many of Professor Pitkin’s argu­ 
ments are familiar, although the im­ 
portance of the problem is not gener­ 
ally recognized in the east. 
He goes 
far beyond most other writers, how­ 
ever, in his presentation of the sub­ 
ject and introduces many factors that 
are usually ignored. 
He gives a really 
alarmist picture of the clash of inter­ 
ests that has developed between the 
two nations and coolly 
analyzes the 
probabilities of war and what it would 
mean. 
It is here that he goes further 
than the worst of our jingoes in show­ 
ing Japan’s potentialities as a fighting 
power, but he has a different purpose 
in mind. 
“Our militarists who imagine that a 
Jwar with Japan would be a one-sided 
struggle should read his book for en­ 
lightenment. 
The author shows that 
so far as potentialities go Japan is to­ 
day better able than any other nation, 
with the exception 
of 
the 
United 
States, to fight a defensive war. 
She 
is less vulnerable and 
her 
peculiar 
geographical position, her low stand­ 
ards of living and proximity to Asia, 
to which she holds 
the 
key, would 
make an attack upon her by the Unit­ 
ed States one of the most formidable 
^military undertakings imaginable. 
“Of course, most of these facts show 
that an attack by 
Japan 
upon the 
United States is equally dubious and 


W o u l d be more 
fantastic. 
It is thi,s 
deadlock that keeps Tokio and Wash­ 
ington from going too far in their con­ 
troversies. 
Washington 
knows that 
^lapan can really do nothing about the 
treatment of her nationals in Califor­ 
nia, and Japan is reasonably sure that 
our protests against her course in Si­ 
beria, her grabbing of Shantung and 
Yap and other actions in the Far East 
are not likely 
to 
be followed by a 
threat of military action against her. 
Nevertheless there is danger of an ex­ 
plosion.” 
Professor 
Pitkin’s 
proposals 
for 
Avoiding the conflict m&y be summar­ 
ized as follows: 
Free 
the 
Philip­ 
pines; let America 
take 
the lead in 
disarmament, forcing Britain and Jap­ 
an to join us by threatening to out­ 
build them; with 
the 
money thus 
fcaved arrange for Japanese coloniza­ 
tion outside of the United States, raise 


the Japanese standard of living, help 
Japan to enter the Russian market; let 
this country 
stop 
immigration alto­ 
gether and use the money saved on 
armament for improving farm life and 
increasing production; let this country 
join a real 
Pan-Pacific 
Consortium. 
Certainly these proposals make up an 
interesting program. 
Whether it is 
feasible as a practical matter is an­ 
other question. 
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A FITTING COMPLIMENT. 


The plan to present Mme. Curie, the 
famous 
French 
scientist 
with 
a 
gramme of radium during her visit to 
this country in May is a fitting com­ 
pliment to one who lias been called 
the “greatest living woman.” 
It is 
told bv the New 
York 
Herald that 
Mme. Curie was asked some time ago 
what she would like best if she could 
have anything she desired. 
Her re­ 
ply was, “A gramme of radium all my 
o*vn.” 
This may seem a strange wish 
on the part of one who, together with 
her husband, was the discoverer of 
this precious element; but radium is 
one of the most costly things in the 
world, a gramme 
having a 
market 
value of something like $130,000, and 
Mme. Curie has only her salary as a 
teacher in the Sorbonn^ Institute, 
where she has been since she returned 
from the French front after spending 
four years in hospital work there dur­ 
ing the war. 
Only women are being 
allowed to contribute to the fund for 
the gift to Mme. Curie.

LINCOLN INSTITUTE TO 
CONTROL NEGRO FARNI 


Jefferson City, March IT —Sena­ 
tor Irwin of Jefferson City engi­ 
neered a successful fight yesterday* 
on a house substitute bill providing 
for the establishment of a farm ex­ 
perimental 
station 
for the negro 
race, under direction of the State 
Agricultural College at Columbia, 
and succeeded in securing the adop­ 
tion of enough amendments to com­ 
pletely change the intent of the bill. 
The house measure provided for 
the appointment of a commission of 
five members to 
locate a suitable 
farm for experimental work on the 
part of negro agric ulturalists 
and 
placed the selection made directly 
under control of the State Agricul­ 
tural College. 
The three 
amendments 
offered 
by Senator Irk in and adopted make 
provision for an experimental sta­ 
tion in connection with Lincoln In­ 
stitute of this city, and on agricul-, 
tural lands already owned by the 
state for agricultural purposes in 
connection with the institution, and 
place the station 
directly 
under 
control of the institute. One of the 
amendments declares Lincoln Insti­ 
tute to be an agricultural college 
within Hic* meaning of the Smith- 
Lever federal law and entitled to 
appropriations from 
the 
govern­ 
ment on the same pro rata basis as 
tile* State 
Agricultural 
College al 
. Columbia. 
Roil calls were demanded upon 
all the amendments, but they all 
had safe leads and 
the 
bill was 
passed by a vote of 19 to 7. 


BANK EMPLOYE SAID 
TO BE SHORT IN ACCOUNTS 


Columbus, Ohio, March 17.—Ed­ 
mund E. For;, assistant cashier of 
the National 
Bank 
of Commerce, 
was arrested here yesterday on a 
warrant 
chaining 
him 
with em­ 
bezzling $10,000, making false* en­ 
tries and converting bank money to 
his own use. 
Phillip L. Schnieder, president of 
the bank, issued a statement say­ 
ing Fox is $124,000 short in his ac­ 
counts, and that Fox has refunded 
$26,000 of this amount. 
Fox pleaded not guilty and was 
hound over (o the federal grand 
jury under $10,000 bond.

released on bail.

• FOR IMPROVING 
BUTTER QUALITY 


I niteil el forts for the 
improve­ 
ment oi the quality 
of 
American 
butter by producers, 
manufactur­ 
ers and dairy experts are necessary 
at the present time in view of the 
foreign competition which the 
in 
dustry is facing. 
This is the 
be­ 
net of G. H. Trader, manager 
of 
Swift «kc Company of this city. Not 
only should the fanner and maim 
tacturer cooperate to improve tho 
product, according to Mr. Trader, 
but aid should be obtained 
from 
the dairy deaprtment of the state 
university and the dairy extension 
department, as well as 
from 
the 
I a nu advisers of the various coun­ 
ties. 
Mr. Trader pointed out that 
on 
February §6, the United States de­ 
partment of agriculture, 
through 
its bureau of markets, quoted 
the 
Chicago market on butter as 
lows: 
95 score butter 51% cents. 
86 score butter 51 cents. 
“This difference in price is 
to the actual difference in quality,” 
said Mr. Trader. 
“The consuming 
trade of the United States is now 
being supplied, not only with but­ 
ter made in the United Stales, but 
with butter imported from Canada. 
New Zcalond, Australia, Argentine 
and Denmark. 
“There was considerable prejud­ 
ice againsi Danish butter when 
it 
first made its appearance on 
our 
market in large volume last year, 
but the superior quality of this pro­ 
duct has won for it an enviable po­ 
sition in the butter markets of this 
country. 
This is not due so much 
to the better methods of manufac­ 
turing, but rather to the fact 
that 
greater attention is 
given 
to the 
care of the milk and cream on the 
farm. It is surprising to know that 
butter can he manufactured in Den­ 
mark and delivered in New York 
three or lour weeks later, and be 
of uniformly better 
quality 
than 
the bulk of the butter manufactur­ 
ed in the United States. 
“The higher markets which have 
recently prevailed in 
the 
United 
States will attract 
more 
Danish 
butter. 
The S. S. Hellingolav re­ 
ported sailing from Denmark 
Feb­ 
ruary 25 with 11.170 packages 
ar­ 
rived in New York about March 7. 
It is expected this blitter will find 
a ready sale at a satisfactory price. 
“Cooperative efforts to improve 
the quality of our American butter 
should be taken up at once.”
